THIRTY LASHES WITH * THE CAT" 
was the additional punishment to which the law had 
sentenced a ruffian who was ready to add murder to 
-robbery, and brutally ill-treated a man in one of the 
most infamous quarters of London, for the sake of 
obtaining about £2 and a few pawn tickets. The 


plan of the assault was common enough, and the 


victim was a costermonger, who, having been in- 
veigled into conversation with a woman in one of the 
vile courts in the neighbourhood of that part of the 
Borough known as the Mint, was set upon by a bully 
lying in wait for the purpose, garotted, struck down, 
and savagely kicked about the head and face. There 
was another scoundrel who, in the prosecution of his 
nefarious calling, had seized a lady's watch-chain in 
broad daylight, and dragged it ғо violently from her 
neck that she suffered considerable injury. He, too, 
was sentenced to be flogged; but, as his crime was 
less brutal than that of tbe more sturdy wretch who 
went in for a murderous assault, the number of lashes 
to be administered was only twenty-five. The pair 
of desperadoes were flogged on Saturday morning 
last within the gaol of Newgate, and, as their punish- 
ment was to be regarded as theinauguration of “ the 
cat” for the coming season, the occasion was marked 
by the presence of the new Sheriff, the Under-Sheriff, 
and several officials, including, of course, the governor 
of the gaol and the prison surgeon; while several 
members of the press were also admitted, in order, it 
roay be presumed, that their account of the ceremony 
might have a wholesome influence on evil-doers who 
wight—through the usual sensation column of the 
daily papers—receive intelligence of what may await 
them if they come unde. the provisions of the new 
criminal education code, Cu, “sly enough, the re- 
porters differ a little as to the probable effect of the 
flogging, although they agree about the deserts of 
the culprits. On one side it is declared that the cat 
isa mere toy, a scourge with which some of the old 
schoolmasters would not have hesitated to thrash a 
boy for insubordination in class; while others, feel- 
ing that the whole scene required to be worked up 
in order to provide the requisite stimulus for a Mon- 
day morning ‘‘special,’’ dwell on the details of the 
punishment, and describe rather minutely the con- 
dition of the prisoners’ backs, from which, however, 
not a single drop of blood was drawn; though we are 
informed that Caleraft, the executioner, was himself 
so affected that he pansed to give certain hints to one 
of the scoundrels in order that the suffering might 
not be increased by writhings and contortions when 
the lash had been laid on ten or twelve times. 

Now, there is something to be learnt from these 
descriptions and from the importance given to the 
punishment by the gaol officials. It is evident that 
the revival of whipping is regarded as a doubtful 
experiment, and that even the han n has an eye 
to the influence of public opinion. We all know that 
Mr. Dennis, in Barnaby Rudge,” constantly en- 
deavoured to represent himself as an artist, entirely 
occupied in carrying eut the last penalty of the law 
in a manner which could scarcely fail to be satis- 
factory even to the condemned criminal, on whose 
personal property he had an eye even while he ad- 
justed the fatal noose ; and we could almost imagine 
Mr. Caleraft cherishing a similar sentiment when the 
vofüanly Regan turned round, after the eighteenth 
‘ash, and grunted out, “Тау it on fair, will yer?” 
To do the executioner justice, he seems to have gone 
to werk scientifically enough—so scientifically, in- 
"eed, that one might suppose his remonstrance to the 
second culprit had in it a shade of annoyance, when 
he paused to say, ** You know you're hurting your- 
gelf much more than I'm hurting you; you should 
keep still, and not wriggle about s0.” 

Of course the question remains to be asked—what 
effect will this dreaded punishment of thelash have in 
deterring other robust scoundrels from making their 
asual preparation for the winter campaign during 
the coming dark nights in lone neighbourhoods and 
ill-lighted streets? Judging from the verucious ac- 
counts already published, it may safely be concluded 
that many a charity boy in the “good old times 
had to bear about on his poor little body as many 
livid marks and more painful “‘wheals’’ than either 
the sturdy villain who nearly kicked a man to death, 
or the less truculent scoundrel Lilly, who in his 
efforts to break w watch-guard nearly throttled а 
lady. As to the wretched little slayes who once 
swept chimneys, they would have regarded thirty 
strokes of such a cat as a comparatively light punish- 


a fine sailor has been hauled up to the hammock 
nettings and had such punishment that when he has 
been cast loose he has been powerless to cover his 
quivering limbs with the shirt that was flung at him 
as he crawled away. We have no wish to revive 
a brutal and ferocious system even in its application 
to convicted criminals, but when a vast deal is madeof 
the infliction of twenty-five or thirty lashes, the effects 
of which will disappear in a week, and we are called 
upon to point such a great moral from the event that 
one daily ‘paper advocates the assembly of all the 
juvenile prisoners in Newgate to witness the next 


application of “the cat,” we begin to ask whether, ` 


after all, we are not playing at severity. Judging 
from what many of us know of the treatment to 
which forlorn and destitute lads are subject by brutal 
parents and inhuman taskmasters, we cannot help 
thinking that Regan’s back and Lilly’s writhings 
would be but ineffectual moral lessons; while as to 
the results of the operation on the recipients them- 
selves (who, it seems, had for a whole day and night 
been brooding with terror on the threatened inflic- 
tion), it is not difficult to fancy Lilly with his tongue 
already in his cheek an hour after he had returned to 
his cell, and to think of Regan inwardly comparing 
his own trivial smarting (perhaps alleviated by the 
application of soothing liniment) with the dreadful 
injuries he had inflicted on his victim. The only moral 
wecan at present evolve from the last revival of the cat 
is that, if that handy implement is to become a part 
of prison discipline in extreme cases, it should have 
unmistakable claws, and leave a decided memento 
that could not soon be rubbed off. Whipping at the 
cart’s tail was very soon abolished when the public 
sentiment of humanity induced those who cut at the 
culprit to rub the thongs with red ochre in order to 
cause а sanguinary appearance, and thereby satisfy 
popular vengeance. It is quite inconsistent to re- 
institute a punishment which, being brutal because 
it is intended to appeal to brutes, we yet endeavour 
to justify by removing from it the only conditions 
which could make it efficacious. If whipping is to 
be an additional terror in our gaols, it must be as an 
appeal to a prisoner by the infliction of such physical 
pain as will not readily be forgotten. As an appeal 
to anything higher in the man, it has before now been 
proved to be worse than useless, as many a story of 
the Army and Navy has gone to show.

It appears the Liverpool, 
Cork, and Rotterdam Steam-ship rd screw- 
steamer Ida, Captain M‘Cabe, left Liverpool, on 
Tuesday, se'nnight for Rotterdam. All went on well 
until the vessel was between the Crosby and Formby 


light-ships, when, from some cause at present unex- ` 


plained, she was run into by the Inman Royal mail- 
steamer City of Brooklyn, which was entering the 
port. The collision was very severely felt, the mail- 
steamer striking the Ida with tremendous force abaft 
the main rigging. Captain Brooks at once lowered 
two of the City of Brooklyn’s boats, with instruc- 
tions to remain by the Ida and render any assistance 
that was required, while he put into port for further 
help. The steam-tugs Slasher and Sampson at once 
went to the scene of the disaster, and the latter vessel 
was successful in picking up the two boats, which 
were brought to Liverpool. On the names of the men 
saved being called it was found that a second officer 
of the Ida was missing. The Ida, after keeping afloat 
for a short time, sank in deep water, the tops of the 
masts only being visible. The sunken steamer, which 
was built at Jarrow-on-Tyne in 1865, was 836 tons 
register, and was the property of Messrs. E. Pike 
and Co., of Cork.
